icend, fo well, that thev got 
no ground of us; and now the 
day being ſpent, they drew off, 
and retired to Leeds. 

A few days after, Captain 
Hotham with three Troops of 
Horſe, and ſome Dragoons, 
came to us: Then We march d 
to Leeds; but the Enemy having 
Notice of it, quitted the Town,

We advancd to Tadcaſter , 
eight Miles from ork, that we

were ready to enter the Town : 
Which they might eaſily do, 
the Guards being all aſleep in 
Houſes ; for in "the beginning 
of the War, Men were as im- 
patient of Duty, as chey were 
Ignorant of it. 

I my ſelf was only on Horle- 
back, "and going out of the

Tadcaſter, where my Father lay,

After this they made ano- 
ther Attempt, in which Cap- 
| tain Atkinſon ( on our part ) 
was ſlain: And here aJaut 
| there fell our another remark- 
able Providence, during this 
Conflict, our Magazine was 
blown up. This tftruck ſuch 
a Terror into the Enemy, bc- 
lieving we had Cannon, which 
they were belore inform'd we 
had not, that they inſtantly 
| retreated ; And though I had 
but a few Horſe, we purſued 
the Enemy ſome Miles, and 
took many Priſoners : We loſt 
abour eight or ten Men, 
whereof ſeven were blown up 
with Powder ; the Enemy loſt 
many more.

Ar this time the Farl of 
Cumberland Commanded the 
Forces in | York-ſhire for - the 
King ; He being of a peace- 
able Nature, and affable Dil- 
policion, had but few Ene- 


mies ; or rather, becauſe he 


was an Enemy to few, he did 
not ſuit with their preſent Con- 
dition. Their Apprehenſtons 
and Fears cauſed them to ſend 
to the Earl of Newcaſtle, who 
had an Army of fix thouſand 
Men, to defire his Afiftance , 
whereof he aſſured them by a 
ſpeedy March to York. 


Being now encouraged by 
this increaſe of Force, they re- 
folv'd to fall upon Tadcafter. My 
Father drew all his Men thither ;

" 7 bur, in a Council of War the 
-  Townwas judged untenable,and 
that we ſhould draw out to an 
advantagious piece of Ground, 
by the Town ; But before we 
could all march out, the Enemy 
advanced ſo faſt, that we were 
neceſſitated to leave ſome Foot 
in a ſlight Work above the 
Bridge, to ſecure -our Retreat , 
but the Enemy preſſing on us, 
forced us to draw back,to main- 
tain that Ground. 
We had about nine hundred 
Men, the Enemy above four 
thouſand , who in Brigades 
drew up cloſe to the Works, 
and ſtorm d us. Our Men re- 
ſerv their ſhot, till they came 
| near, which they did then diſ- 
pole of to ſo good purpole, 


that

that the Enemy was forced to 
retire, and ſhelter themſelves 


behind the Hedges. And here 
did the firilt Fight continue 
from Eleven a Clock at Noon, 
tilt Five at, Night, with Can- 
non and Muſquet , withour in- 
termiſſton. 

They. had once poſleſied a 
Houſe by the Bridge, which 
would have cut us from our. 
Reſerves that were in the Town, 
bur Maja General Gifford with 
3 Commanded Parity, beat 
them out again, where many 
ot the Enemy were {lain, and 
taken Priſoners. They at- 
tempted ai:- another Place, but 
were repulſed by Captain Li- 
fter, who was there ſlain, a 
creat Lols, being a Diſcreet 
Gentleman.

By this time it grew dark, 
| and the Enemy drew off into 
the Fields hard by, with inten- 
tion to aſſault us again the next 
day. 

They left that Night above 
two hundred dead and wound- 

| ed upon the Place. But our 
Ammunition being all ſpent 
In this days Fight , ' we drew 
oft that Night , ad marched 
to Selby, and the Enemy en- 
tred the next Morning into the 
Town. 

Thus by the Mercy of God 
were a few delivered from an 
Army, who in their thoughts 
had ſwallowed us up. 

The Earl of Newcaſtle now 
lay betwixt us and our Friends

That it was not civilly done

[ preſently order'd the man- 
ner of the Storm, and we all 
fell on at the ſame time : The 


buſineſs was hotly diſputed for 


almoſt rwo Hours ; bur the | 


Enemy being beaten from their 
Works, and the Barricado's in- 
to the Streets forced open, the 
Horſe and Foot reſolutely en- 
tred, and the Soldiers caſt down 


their Arms, and rendred them- 


ſelves Priſoners. The Gover- 
nor and ſome Chief Officers 
{wam the River and eſcaped , 

only 
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only Major Beaumont was drown- 
ed, about forty or fifty ſlain, 
good ſtore of Ammunition tas 
ken, of which we had great 
want. 

The Conſequence of this 
Action was yer of more im- 
portance ; for thoſe who fled 
from Leeds to Wakefield, and 
quicting that Gariſon alls. Cave 
my Lord of Newcaſtle ſuch an 
Allarm at Pontefra& , that he 
drew all his Army again to 
York, leaving once more a tree 
intercourſe, which he had {ſo 
long time cut off, betwixt my

| danger of their falling in our 
Reer, ſo we ſtood to it, and 
Stormed the Works with Piſtol 
and Sword : Art the end of the

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Barricado , there was a narrow 
pallage fo a fingle Horſe to go 
in, I entred there! others fol- 
lowing me, one by one; and 
clofe at one fide of the — KP 
ſtood a Troop of Horle of 
the Enemy : So ſoon as eight 
or ten of us were got in, We 
Charged them, and "they fled ; 

by this time Fl reſt of & 
Men had beat them from their 
Barricado, and entred the 


Town: We ſoon cleared the 


Streets, and purſued thoſe that 
fled: And now my Horſe 
which was ſhot in the Lane, 
fell down dead under me, but 
| was preſently mounted a- 
gAIN.

both in Flank and Rear : 
The Countrymen prelently caſt 
down their Arms and ited ; the 
Foot ſoon after, which tor want 
of Pikes was not able to with- 
{ſtand their Horſe : Some were 
Slain, many were taken Priſo- 
ners ; Few of Our Horſe ſtood 
the Charge: Some Officers 
with me, made Our Retreat 
with much Difficulty ; in which 
Sir Henry Fowlis had a light 
Hurt ; my Cornet was caken 
Prifoner. We got well to Leeds, 
about an How after my Fa- 
ther and the Men with him 
got fate thither. 

This was one of the greatelt 
Loſles we ever receivd. Yet 
was it 2 Providence it was a 


part, and not the whole For- 
ces 
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ces which receivd this Los ; 
it being the Enemy s Intention 
to have fought us that Day 
with their whole Army, which 
was at leaſt Ten thouſand Men, 
had not Our Attempt upon 
Tadcaſter put a Stand to them ; 
and ſo concluded that Day 
with this Storm, which fell on 
me only. : 


We being at Leeds, it was 
thought fit to poſlels fome 0- 
ther Place ; wherefore I was 
fent to Bradford with ſeven or 
eight hundred Foot, and three 
Troops of Horſe. Theſe two 
Towns were all the Gariſons 
we had ; and at Wakefeld, fix 
Miles off, lay three thouſand 
of the Enemy ; but they did 
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not much diſturb us: And we 
were buſied about releaſing Pri- 
ſoners that were taken ar Sea- 
croft, moſt of them being 
Countrymen, whole Wives and 
Children were ſtill imporcu- 
nate for their Releaſe, which 
was as ecarneltly endeavoured > 
by us, but no Conditions w ould 
be accepted; ſo as their con- 
tinual Cries, and "Tears, and 
Importunities, compelled us to 
think of ſome way to redeem 
thele Men ; and we thought of 
attempting Wakefield. | 
Our Intelligence was, that 
the Enemy had not above 
cight or nine hundred Men in 
the Town ; I acquainted my 
Father with Our deſign, who 


approved of ir, and ſent ſome 
Men 
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Men from Leeds, ſo that we 
were able to draw out cleven 


hundred Horſe and Foot.

Upon Whitſunday, early in the 
Morning, we came before the 


Town, but they had norice of 
Our coming, and had manned 
all their Works, and fet abour 
fave huadred Musketeers to line 
the Hedges without the Town, 
which maade fus now doubt our 
Incelligence , but it was too 
late. 

After a little Conſultation we 
advanced, and ſoon beat them 
back into the Town, which we 
ſtorm'd at three Places ; and 
after an Hour's diſpute, the Foot 
forced open a Barricado, where 


I entred with my own Troop, 
Colonel

Colonel Alured and Captain 
Brizht followed with theirs : 
The Street where we entred 
was full of their Foot ; We 
charged tnem through, and 
routed them , leaving them to 
the Foot that followed clofe 
behind us : And preſently we 
were charged again with Horſe 
led on by General Goring; where, 
after a hot Encounter , Ge 
were Slain, and himſelf raken 
Prifoner by Colonel Alured. 


I cannot but here acknow- 
ledde Gods Goodneſs to me 
this day ; for = advanced 
a good way ſingle before my 
Men, having a Colonel, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel, who had 
engaged chemelyes_ to be my 

Priſo- 
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Prifoners,only with me, and ma- 
ny of the Enemy now berwixt 
me and my Men, I lighted up- 
on a Regiment of Foot ſtand- 
ing in the Market-place ; be- 
ing thus encompaſled, and 
thinking what to do, I ſpied a 
Lane which I thought would 
lead me back to my Men again: 
At the end of this Lane there 
was a Corps-de-guard of the 
Enemy's, with fifteen or f{1xteen 
Soldiers, who were juſt then 
quitting of iz, with a Serjeant 
leading them off ; whom we 
met, and ſeeing their Ofhcers, 
they came up to us, taking no 
notice of me, and asked them 
what they would have them do, 


for they could keep the work 


no longer, the Round-heads 
( as

(as they calld them) came 
ſo {alt upon them. 


The Gentlemen who had 
pals'd their Words to me to be 
my true Priſoners, ſaid nothing ; 
and looking one upon :nocher, 
I chought it not fit now to 
own them as Prifoners, much 
leſs to bid the relt to render 
themſelves to me ; but being 
well mounted , ſs.” (ecing a 
place in the Works where Men 
uſed to go over, I ruſhed from 
them, and mads my Hortle 
leap «BI the Work, and by a 
good Providence ot to my 
Men again, who before I came 
had, by Direction of Major- 
Geral Gifford, brought up a 
Piece of Ordnance, and placed 
[) it 
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ir in the Church-yard, againſt 
that Buay that ſtood in the 
Market-place , which preſently 


rendred themielves. 


All Our Men being got in- 
to the Town, the Streets were 
cleaxed, and many  Prifoners 


taken ; but the Horſe got off, 


almoſt entire. 


This appeared the greater 
Mercy, w hen we {aw Our mi- 
ſtake ; for we found Three thou- 
ſand Mien in the Town, and 
expected but halt the number, 
We brought away fourteen hun- 
dred Priſoners, Eighty Officers , 
Twenty cight Colne and oreat 
{tore of iniion! 


_ But 
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Bur ſeeing this was more a 
Miracle, than a Victory ; more 
the Effet of God's Providence, 
than humane Force, or Pru- 
dence, let the Honour and 


Praiſe of all be His only. 


After this, we exchanged our 
Men that were Priſoners, and 


. we were freed a good _—_ 
from any trouble or attempt of 


the Enemy. 
i 


Hitherto, through God's Mer- 
cy, We had held up near two 
Years againſt a potent Army ; 
bur they finding us now almoſt 
tired with continual Service ; 
rreacheroully uſed by Friends , 
and wanting many things nk 


ceflary for ſupport and defence, 
[) 2 the 
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the Far! of Newcaſtle marched 
with an Army of Ten or Twelve 
thouland Men to beftege Us, 
and refolvd to fit down be- 
fore Bradford, which was a ve- 
ry untenable Place. 


Hither my Father drew all 
the Forces he could {pare our 
of the Gariſons ; bur ſeeing it 
impoſſible to detend the Town 
otherwiſe than by Strength of 
Men, and that we had not a- 
bove ten or twelve days Pro- 
viſion for lo many as were ne- 
ceſlary to keep it ; We relalv'd 
the next Morning" very early, 
vith a Body of three Thouſand 
Men, to attempt his whole Ar- 
my, as they lay in their Quar- 


rers three Miles off, Hoping 
by 
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Dy Ir to put him to ſome di- 
{traction , which could nor be 
done any echen way, by reaſon 
of the unequal Numbers, 


To tins End my Father ap- 
pointed Four oth Clock next 
morning to begin Our March ; 
Hut Major-General Gifford, who 
had the Ordering of the /Buſi- 
nels, fo delayd the exccution 
of it, that it was ſeven or eight _ 
before we began to move, and 
aot withour much ſuſpicion of 
Treachery ; for when we came 
near the Place we intended , 
the Enemy s whole Army was 
drawn up in Pattala. 

We were to go up a Hill to 
chem; That Our Forlorn Hope 
gained by beating theirs INTO 
2 their 
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their main Body, which was 


drawn up halt a Mile further | 
upon a-Plain called Adderton- 
Moore, We being all got up 
the Hill, drew into Battalia al- 
lo. I Commanded the Right 
Wing, which was about One 
thoutand Foot, and Five Troops 
ot Horſe, Major-General Gif- 
ford Commanded the lett Wing, 
which was abour the ſame _ 
ber. My Father Commanded 
in Chiet. 

We advanced through the 
incloſed Grounday till we came 
to the Moore, beatint.the Foot, 
that lay in them! tO nar main 
Body. \ 

Ten' or twelve Troops of 
Horſe charged vs in the Right * 
Wing ; We kept the Incloſures, 

placing

placing Our Musketeers in the 
Hedges next the Moore 5 whici 
was 4 ſe Aditage ro us 
who had {o few Hotſe. 

There was a Gate, or open 
- Place, to the Moore, where five 
or {1x might enter Mes {t. Here 
thev firive to enter, we to de- 
fend i it ; but after ſome diſpute, 
thoſe has entred the Pals, found 
{harp Entertainment ; and rnoie 
who were not yet entred , 
hot: Welcome from the phe 
reers that flanked them in the 
Hedges. They were all, i the 
end, Cforcedita retreat, with the 
Lok of Collonel Mea d. who 
Commanded ther. - 

Our Lett Wing at the {ame 
time was engaged with the Ene- 
my's Foot, and oained Ground 

D 4 
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of them. The Horle came 
down again, and charged us, 
they being {7"WHW Thirteen Or 
Fourtcen T rOOPs. e defend- 
ed Our ſelves as Ws \ but 
with much more difticulty ; 
many having got in among, us, 
bur were boron oft again "wh 
jome Lols. Colionel Eler ne, who 
Commanded that Party, was 
flain. We purſued Mem LO 
their Cannon. Here I cannot 
omit a remarkable Inſtance of 
Divine Jultice. Whillt we were 
engag'd 1 in the Fight with thole 
Horſe that entred the Gate, four 
Soldiers had {trip : Colonel #2 
naked as he La on the ground, 
Men Rill Fighting ronald bbc 
him ; and ſo dextrous were 
theſe Yill ns, that they had

done it, and mounted them- 
ſelves again , before we had 


beaten the Enemy off : Bur af- 


rer we had beaten them to their 
Ordnance, as I faia, and now 
returning to our und again, 
the Enemy diſcharged a ——Brith 
of Cannon in our "Rear, the 
Bullet tell into Captain Copley's 
Troop, in which were theſe 
four Men ; two of them were 
killed, and fome Hurr or Mark 
remaind on the other, though 
diſpersd into ſeverai Ranks of 
the Troop, which made it more 
remarkable. We had nor vert 
Martial Law among us ; this 
oave me a good Occaſion to 
declare to the Soldiers how God 
would puniſh, when Men want- 


ed Power ro do it. 
T his

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This Charge, and the Re- 
ſolution our "Men {hewed in 
the Leit Wing, made the Enc- 
my think of Retreating. Or- 


ders were CIVEN for it, and 


lome marched oft the Field, 


Whilt they were 1n this 
w w__ condition, one Collo- 
nel Slurton delftec| fhis: Gene- 
ral to let him Charge once 
with a Stand of Pikes ; with 
which he broke in upon our 
Men, and not being relieved 
by our Reſerves, which were 
Commanded by fome ill-at- 
fected Officers, chiefly Major 
General Gifford, who did not 
his part as he ought to do, 
Our Men loſt Ground, witch 


the Enemy ſeeing, purſued this 
| adv ail 
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advantage , by bringing ON 
treſh Troops ; Ours being here- 
with diſcouraged, began to fly, 
and were {ſoon routed. The 
Horſe alſo Charged us again, 
We not knowing what was 
done in the Lett Wing : Our 
Men maintained their Ground, 
till a Command came for us 
to Retrear, having ſcarce any 
way now to do it, the Enemy 
being almoſt round about us, 
and Our way to Bradford cut 
off. But there. was a Lane 
in the Field we were in, /which 
led to Hallifax, which as a hap- 
py Providence, brought us off, 
without any great Loſs, fave 
of Captam Talbot, and twelve 
more that were ſlain in this 


laſt Encounter. Of thoſe who 


fled, 
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fled, there were about fixty 
kill d, and three hundred taken 


Priloners. 


After this 1ll Succeſs, we had 
{mall hopes of better, wanting 
all things neceſlary in Bradford 
for defence of the Town, and 
no expectation of help from 
any Place. The Earl of News- 
caſtle preſently Belteg'd the 
Town; but before he had fur- 
ele ic, I got in with thoſe 
Men TI' brought trom Hallifax. 
[ found my Fachlr much trou- 
bled, having neither a place of 
Strength ro Tdefaid our ſelves 
IN, nor 4 Gariſon in Jorksbire 
to Retreat to ; for the Gover- 
nour of Hull had declard it 
we were forced to Retreat thi- 

ther, 
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ther, he would ſhur the Gates 
ON Us. 

Whilſt he was muhng on 
thele ſad thoughts, a Meſlenger 
was ſent unto him from Hull, 
tro let him know the Townl- 
men had ſecured the Governourz 
that they were ſenſtble of the 
danger he was in, and if he had 
any occaſion to make ule of 
that Place, he ſhould be very 
readily and gladly receiv d there. 
Which News was joytully re- 
ceivd, and acknowledged as 2 
oreat Mercy of God, yet it was 
'not made uſe of till a further 
neceſſity compelld,

me to ſtay here with eight hun- 
dred Foot, and ſixty Horſe, re- 
tired that Night to Leeds to ſe- 
Cure It. The 
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The Earl of Newcaſtle ſpent 


three or four days in laying his 
Quarters about the Town of 
Bradford, and brought down 
his Cannon, but needed not to 
raiſe Batteries, for the Hills 
within half Musket-ſhot com- 
manded all the Town. Being 
planted in two places, they ſhort 
turiouſly upon us, and made 
_ their Approaches, which made 
us ſpend very much of our lit- 
tle Store, being not above twen- 
ty five or twenty fix Barrels of 
Powder, at the beginning of the 
Siege. Yet the Earl of Newcaſtle 
ſent a Trumpet to offer us 
Conditions , which I accepted, 
fo they were Honourable for 
us to take, and ſafe for the In- , 


habirants:. 
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We ſent two Caprains to 
treat with him, and agreed to 
a Ceſlation during thar time ; 
but he continued working {till ; 
whereupon [ ſent forth the Com- 
miſtioners again , ſulpeCing a 
delign of attempting ſomething 
upon us. They returned not till 
Eleven a Clock at Night, and 
then with a {light Anſwer. 

Whilit they were delivering 
ic to us, we heard great {hoot- 
ing of Cannon and Muskets; all 
run preſently to the Works, 
which the Enemy was ſtorm- 
ing. Here for three quarters of 
an hour was very hot Service, 
bur at length they retreated. 

They made a Second attempt, 
but were allo beaten off ; after 
this,we had not above one Bar- 
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rel of Powder left, and no 
Match : I called the Officers to- 
gether, where it was adviſed 
and reſale: to! Htawoff pre- 
ſently, before ic was day, and 
ro retreat to Leeds, by forcing a 
Way, which we mult do, tor 


they had {ſurrounded the Town: 


Orders were diſparchd , and 
ſpcedily put in execution. The 
Foot Cormanded by Colonel 
Rogers was ſent out, through 
ſome narrow Lanes, and they 
were to beat up the Dragoons 
Quarters, and ſo go on to 


Leeds. 
| my felt with ſome other 


Officers went with the Horle, 
which were not above fitty, 1 
a more open Way. 


| muſt 
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I muſt not here forget my Wife, 
who ran the ſame hazard with 
us in this Retrear, and with as 
little expreſſion of Fear ; not 
from any Zeal, or delight in the 
War, bur through a willing and 
-— Suffering of this undefira- 

le Condition. 

I ſent two or three Horſemen 
before, ro, difcoyer what they 
could of the Enemy ; who pre- 
ſently return'd, and told us there 
was a Guard of Horſe cloſe by us. 
Before I had gone forty Paces, 
te Day beginning to break, I 
ſaw them upon the Hill above 
us, being about 3 oo Horle.* I, 
with ſome 12 more, charged 
them, Sir Hen. Fowles, Major Ge- 
neral Gefford, my Self and. 3 more 
brake through ; Cap. Mudd was 

F fJain, 
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flain, and the reſt of our Horſe 
being cloſe by, the Enemy fell 
upon them, and ſoon routed 
them, taking nioſt of them Pri- 
ſoners, among whom was .my 
Wife, the Offcer Will. Fill, behind 
whom ſhe rid, being taken. 

 T faw this Diſaſter, bur could 
give no reliet ; for after I was 
oot through, I was in the Enemies 
Reer alone, thoſe who had char- 
ocd through with me, went on 
to Leeds, thinking I had done ſo 
roo: But I was unwilling to leave 
my Company, and ftay d till ] 
ſaw there was no more in my 
Power to do, but to be taken 
Priſoner with them. I then reti- 
red to Leeds. 

The like Diſaſter tell among 
the Foot, that went the other 
6 way, 
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way, by a miſtake, for after they 
had marched a little way, the Van 
fell into the Dragoons Quarters, 


clearing their way ; but through 


a cowardly fear, he that com- 


manded theſe Men, being in the 
Reer, made them face abour, 
and march again into the Town, 


where the next Day they were | 


all taken Priſoners, only 80 or 
thereabout of the Front that got 
through , came all to Leeds, 
mounted on Horſes which they 
had taken from the Enemy , 
where I found them when I came 
thither, which was ſome joy to 
them all, concluding I was ei- 
ther ſlain, or taken Priſoner. 
Ar Leeds IT found all in great 
Diſtraction, the Council of War 
newly riſen, where it was re- 
= is ſolv'd 
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ſolvd to quit the Town, and 
retreat to Hull, which was f1x- 
ty Miles off, many of the E- 
nemies Garriſons being in the 
way. This, in ewo Hours at- 


© tex, was accordingly done, leaft 


. the Enemy ſhould preſently ſend 


Horſe to prevent us ; for they 
had fifty or ſixry Troops with- 
in three Miles : But we got well 
to Selby, where there was a Fer- 


X ry, and hard by a Garriſon at 


Selby.

My Father being a Mile be- 
fore, with a few Men, getting 
over the Ferry, word came to 
us that he was in danger to be 
taken. I haſted ro him with 
about forty Horſe, the reſt fol- 
lowing in ſome diſorder. He 
was newly got into the Boat,

Art the end of this Street was 
a narrow Lane, which led to Ca- 
wood. The Enemy ſtrove to paſs 
that way, bur it being narrow, 
there was a ſudden ſtop, where 
we were mingled one among 
another. 
Here I receiv d a Shot in the 
Wriſt of my Arm, which made 
the Bridle fall out of my hand, 
and being among the Nerves 
and Veins, ſuddenly let out ſuch | 
a quantity of Blood, that I was | 
ready to fall from my Horle : | 
But taking the Reins in the other 
Hand in which I had my Sword, 
the Enemy minding nothing ſo | 
much as how to ger away, I| 
drew my ſelf out of the Crowd, 
and 
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and came to our Men, who 
turned about, and ſeeing me 
ready to fall from my Horſe, 
they lay d me on the Ground ; 
now when I was almoſt ſenſeleſs, 
my Surgeon came ſeaſonably, and 
bound up the Wound, and ſtopr 
the bleeding. 

Afrer a quarter of an Hours 
reſt, I got a Horſe-back again ; 


| the other part of our Horſe had 


beaten the Enemy back to Cawood, 
the ſame way they came firſt to 
115. 


Thus by the goodnels of God, 
our paſſage was made clear ; 
{ome went over the Ferry after 
my Father, I my ſelf with others 
went through the Levels ro Hull, 
but it proved a very troubleſome 
and dangerous paſlage, being 
E, 4 often 
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often interrupted by the Enemy, 
ſometimes in our Front, ſome- 
times in our Reer. 

I had been twenty Hours on 
Horſeback, after I was ſhot, 
without any reſt or refreſhment, 
and as many Hours before. And 


as a further Aﬀiction, my 
gc * Daughter, not above "a Years 


old, being carried before her 
Maid, endured all this Retreat 
a Horſeback ; but Nature not |

I intended the next Day to ſend 
a Ship from Hull tor her. 

I went on to Barton, having 
{ent before to have a Ship [Che 
dy againlt my coming th#her. 
Here I lay down to tzke a li 
tle reſt, it it were poſſible to 
find any in a Body ſo full of 
pain, and a Mind yet fuller of 
anxiety and ol Though I 
mult acknowledge it as the 1n- 
finice goodneſs of God, thatmy 
Spirit was nothing at all diſcow

[ Goake to be my Duty. 

| had not reſted a quarter of 
an Hour, before the Enemy 
came doſe wo the Town. I had 
now not above a hundred Horſe 
with me, we went to the Ship, 
where under the Security of her 

On 
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Ordinance we got all our Men 
and Horſe aboard ; and croſſing 
Humber, we arrivd at Hull, our 
Men faint and tired. I my ſelf 
had loſt all, even tro my Shirt, 
for my Cioaths were made un- 
fit to wear with Rents and Blood. 
Preſently after my coming to 
Hull, I ſent a Ship for my Daugh- 
ter, who was brought the next 
Day to the Town. pretty well 
recovered of her long and tedi- 
ous Journey. 

Not many Days after the Earl 
of "Newcaſtle lent my Wife back 
again in his Coach, with ſome 
Horſe to guard her ; which ge-

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Many of our Men, who were 
| diſperſed in this long Rectrear, 
F came hither again to us. Our 
firſt Buſineſs was to raiſe new 
| Forces, and in a ſhort time we 
had about 1 35 00 Foot, and 700 
Horſe. 

The Town being little, I was 
ſent to Beverly, with the Horſe 
and 600 Foot, but my Lord of 
Newcaſtle now looking upon us 
as inconſ1derable, was marched 
mto Lincolnſhire, with his whole 
Army, leaving ſome few Garri- 
ſons. He took in Gainsbrough, 
and Lincoln, and intended Boſton, 
which was the Key of the A4ſſo- 
ciated Counties ; for his Orders, 
which I have ſeen, were to go 
into Eſſex, and block up Londen 
on that ſide.

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Having laid a great while ſtil], 


and being now ſtrong enough 


for thoſe Forces which remain'd 
in the Country, we ſent out a 
good Party to make an Attempt 
upon: Stanford-Bridge, near ork, 
bur the Enemy upon the allarm 
fled thither, which put them al- 
ſo.in ſuch a fear, that they ſent 
earneſtly to my Lord of New- 
caſtle to deſire him to. return, or 
che Country would again be loft. 
Upon this he returned again in- 
to Vork-ſhire, and not long after 
came to befiege Hull, 

I lay at Beverly in the way 
of his March, and finding we 
were not able to defend ſuch an 
open place againſt an Army, I 
delired Orders from my Father 
eo retire back to Hull : But the 

Com- 
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Committee there had more mind 
of raiſing Money, than to take 
care of the Soldiers ; and yet theſe 
Men had the greateſt ſhare in 
Command at this time, and 
would not let any Orders be gi- 
ven for our Retreat ; nor was it 
fit for us to return without Or- 
der. 

The Enemy marched with 
his whole Army towards us : 
Retreat we mult nor ; keep the 
Town we could not. So, to 
make our Retreat more honou- 
rable and uſeful, I drew out all 
the Horſe and Dragoons towards 
the Enemy ; and ſtood drawn 
up by a Wood {ide all that 
Night. 
| Next Morning by Day, our 

| Scouts and theirs fired on one 
| ano- 
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another. They marched on. 
with their whole Body, which 
was about 4000 Horſe, and 
12000 Foor. We ſtood till 
they were come very near to us. 
I then drew oft ; having given

The Enemy with a good Par- 
ty came up in our Reer ; the 
Lanes being narrow 'we made 
good {ſhift with them, will we 
got into Beyerley, and {ſhut 
the Gate, which we had ſcarce 
time to do, they being ſo cloſe 
LO Us. 

In this buſineſs we loſt Ma- 
jor Layton, and not above two.

The 
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The _ Enemy not knowing 
what Forces we had in the 
Town, ſtay d till the reſt of the 
Army came up, which was a- 
bout a Mile behind. This gave 
our Foot ſome advantage in their 
Retreat,itbeing five Miles to Full, 
and the way on narrow Banks. 
I ſent the Horſe by Cortingham, a 
more open Road, who got well 
thither; they overtook the Foot, 
and made good their Retreat, 
till we got to a little Bridge two 
Miles from Hull, where we made 
a ſtand : The Enemy followed 
cloſe: Our Men gave them a 
good Volley of Shot, which 
made them draw batk, and they 
advanced no further. 

So leaving a ſmall Guard at 
the Bridge, we got ſafe to Hull. 

| Thus 
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Thus not only for want of 

Military Skill in the Gentlemen 
of che Committee, bur to ſay no 
more, for want of good Nature, 
we were expos'd to this trouble 
and danger. 
Lord of Newcaſtle now 
laid Siege ro Hull, but at a great 
diſtance for the Sluces were ler 
open and drowned the Land for 
two Miles about the Town. 

Yer upon a Bank, which was 
the Highway, he approached ſo 
near as to ſhoot Cannon Shot 
at random into the Town, and 
for the moſt part hot Bullets, 
but by the Diligence and Care of 
the Governoar, who cauled eve= 
ry Inhabitant to watch his own 


Houſe, the Danger was prevent- 
ed. 


Our 


Our Horſe was now uſeleſs, 
and many dyed every Day, ha- 
ving nothing but falt Water a- 
bout the Town. I was therefore 
ſent over with the Horſe into 
Lincoln-ſhire to join with the Earl 
of Mancheſter s Forces; which 
were then Cotmmuatiled by Ma- 
jor General Cromwel, who recei- 
ved us at our Landing with his 
Troops. 

Sir Jobn Henderſon lay within 
three or four Miles of this Place, 
with 5000 Men, to prevent our 
Conjunction, but durſt not at- 
tempt it. He marched three or 
tour Days near unto us, but for 
want of good Incelligetice, we 


did not know ſo much. For I 
altogether truſted ro the Care oft

bac At Horncaſtle one Morning 
he fell upon our out Guards, | 
who being bur newly raiſed in. |

Sir John Henderſon marching | 
ſlowly with his Army, gave the |

Bur our Men charged ſo reſolute- 
ly, that they poſleſs'd themſelves 
of the Canon, and purſuing 
their Advantage, put the Enemy 
ro a total Rout, upon which he 


raiſed the Siege, and. returned a- 


gain tO Nork, Thele 
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| Theſe two Defeats together, 
| the one falling heavy upon the 
' Horſe, the other upon the Foor, 
Kept the Enemy all thar Winter 
from attempting any thing ; and 
we, after the raking of Lincoln, 
ſerled our ſelves in Winter Quar- 
ters.

The Parliament's anſwer was 
a poſitive direction to March, for 
it would .admit of no delay. 
Bur foreſeeing I ſhould have ſuch 

a return to my Deſires, and con- 
11dering the neceſſity of the Buſi- 
neſs, 1 had upon my own Credit | 
got fs much Cloath as Cloarhed | 
1500 Men, and all were rea- | 
dy ro March when theſe Orders 
came to me. 

Thetwenty lah of December 
we ſet forward from Falkingham 
in Lincolnſhire with 18 00 Horle, | 
and 500 Draggons, and power 
to call the Regiments of Foot in 


[Lancaſhire aid & we, to make | 
up | 
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up the Body of the Army, which 


I found was not a little trouble 


when I came to Mancheſter, for 
ſome were thirty, ſome forty 
Miles diſtant, beſides the diffaris- 
faction of ſome of their Collonels, 
who went as their particular Safe- 
ty or Intereſt ſway d them. 

' But finding more readinels in 
the inferior Officers, and com- 
mon Seldiers, I got up in a few 
Days near 3000 Foot. 

With this Army we marched 
to Nantwich, which was at the 
point of Surrendring. When 
we came within a Days March, 
I had Intelligence the Lord By- 
ron had drawn off his Siege, and 
intended to medt us in the Field. 


I put my Men into the Order in 
F 4 which 
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j which I intended to Fight, and 
continued my March till -we 
came Within three Miles of the 
' Town. | 
| There was a Paſs kept with 
L about 250 Men : I ſent Collo- 
bl nel Morgan with his Dragoons, 
who bear them off, in which his | 
Brother was ſlain. "The Major, | 
who commanded the other Par- | 
ty, with ſome others, was ta. |. 
ken Priſoner, 
| We marched on till we came | 
within Cannon ſhot of their 
Works, where half of their Ar- 
my 'was drawn up. And we 
were inform d, that the River 
which runs through the Town, 
being raiſed with the melting of 
the Snow, hinder 'd thoſe thar lay 
on 
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on the other fide of the Town 
from joining wich them. 

We call'd a Council of War, 
wherein it was debated, whe- 
ther we ſhould attempt thole in 
their Works, being divided from 
the reſt of the Army, or march 


into the Town and relieve them, 


and by the increaſe of our Force 
be better able the next day to 
encounter them. . 

This laſt was reſolvd on, 
and making way with Pioneers 


through the Hedges, we mar-

ched to the Town ; bur after . 


we had gone a little way, word 
came that the Enemy was 1n the 
Reer. We faced about with two 
Regiments, and my own Reg1- 
ol [ = c ded 
ment or Horle, commande 


by 
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by Major Rokeby, and reliev d 
thoſe that were engaged, and fo 
the Fight began on all ſides. 

T hele that fell on our Reer, 
were that part of their Army 
that lay on the other fide of 

, the Town, who had paſt the Ri- 
ver. Thoſe who were drawn 
up under their Works, fell up- 
on our Van, which was mar- 
ching to the Town. Thus was 
the Battel divided. there being a 
quarter of a Mile betwixt us, in 
the Diviſion that firſt engag d. 
Our Foot at the beginning gave 
a little Ground, but our Horſe 

' recover'd this, by beating the 
Enemies Horle out of the Lanes 
that flanked our Foot, which did 
{0 encourage our Men, that they 
regain d 
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 regain'd their Ground on the F- 
nemy, and made them retreat 
from Hedge to Hedgz, till ar 
length they were forced to fly 
to their Works. 

Their Horle retreated in bet- 
ter Order, towards Cheſter, with- 
out much Loſs. Our other 
Wing being affiſted from the 
Town, who ſally'd out with fe- 
ven or eight hundred Muskerteers, 
beat the Enemy back into the 
ſame Works. We preſently fur- 
rounded them, and being in 
oreat Diſorder and Contuſton, 
they loon yielded themſelves 
Priſoners, with all their chiet Ot- 
hicers, Arms, Colours and Am- 
munit10n. 
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Thus, by the Mercy of God, 
was this Videory obtain d, being 
the more ſignal, . in that we were 
not to deal with young Soldiers, 
but with Men of great Experi- 
ence, and an Army which had 
ever been victorious. 

After this we took in ſeveral 
Garriſons in Cheſhire ; Latham on- 
ly in Lancaſhire held' out, which 
was belicg'd by the Forces of 
that County, but afterward the 
Siege was rais d by Prince Ru- 
pert. | 

Having Clal three or four 
Months in this Expedition, my 
Father commanded me back in- 
to Jork-ſhire, that by the Con- 


junction of our Forces, he might 


th abler to take the Field, We

Thomas Lord Fairfax; 
met about Ferry-bridge, he being 
come out of Hull thither, with 
intent to fall upon the Enemies 
Garriſon at Selby. 

I receivd art this time ano- 
ther Command from the Parli- 
ament to march immediately 
with my Horſe and Dragoons in- 
ro Northumberland, to join with 
the Scots Army. The Earl of New- 
caſtle, who was, then at Durham 
being much ſtronger in Horfe 
than they, for want of which they 
could not advance : But it being 
reſolvd within a Day or two to 
ftorm Selby, I ftay'd ill that bu- 
ſineſs was over, which proved as 


effectual for he relief of the Scots 
_ army. 


The 
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The Governour of Jork, Coll. 
"x Bellaſis, lay in Selby with 2000 
1 Men. We drew our Horſe and 
n Foot cloſe to the Town, Sir John 
| Meldrum led on the Foot, which 
had their {ſeveral Poſts appointed 
them, where they ſhould ſtorm. 
q L wich the Horde ; cady to ſecond 
i them. The Enemy within de- 
8 tended themſelves ſtoutly a good 
while. Our Men at length. beat 
them from the Line, but could 
not advance further birauſe of the 
Horſe within. I got a Barrica- 
do open, which let us in betwixt 
the Houſes and the River , here 
we had an encounter with theit 
Horſe : After one Charge, they 
fled over a Bridge of Boats to 
Vork ; their Horſe came up, and 
char- 
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charged us again, where my 
Horſe was overthrown, I being 
ſingle a little betore my Men, 
who preſently reliev d me, and 
forced the Enemy back. They 
retreared alſo to York. In this 
Charge we took Coll. Bellafis 


Governour of York. By this 


time the Foot had entred the 
Town, and had taken many 
Priſoners. This good Succeſs 
of ours put them into great Di- 


fraction and Fear at York; fo 


that they ſpeedily ſent to the 


Earl of Newcaſtle to haſte back 
thither, believing we would pre. 
ſently attempt them. 

This News ſuddenly call'd 
him back, leaving the Scots, who 
with Cold, and often Allarms, 


were 
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were reduced to great Extremi- 


ry, but now they advance atter 
him. 

The Farl of Newcaſtle gets in- 
ro York} the: Scots join with my 
Father at Wetherby, altogether 
made 16000 Foot, and 4ooo 
Horſe. They march on to 
Tork. 7 

For the Siege of Jork it was 
thought neceflary to have more 
Men, the Town being large in 
compaſs, and ſtrongly mann'd, 
The Earl of C raford. Lindſey , 
and my Self were ſent to the 
Earl of Mancheſter, to dehire him 
to join with us in the Siege, to 
which he willingly conſented, 
bringing an addition of bod 
Foot, and 3 000 Horſe, 


Now 
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Now the Army had three 
Generals, Leſly, Mancheſter, and 
Fairfax, who lay apart in three 
ſeveral Quarters before the 
Town, but the North fide ſtill 
remain'd open. 

Some time_ was ſpent here 
without any conſiderable Acti- 
on, till in my Lord of Manche- 


ſter s Quarters, Approaches were 


made to St. Mary's Tower, and 
they ſoon came to mine it. Coll. 
Crayford, a Scotchman, who 
commanded that Quarter, ſprung 
the Mine, being ambitious to 
have the Honour alone of ir, 
without acquainting the other 
two Generals, for their Advice, 
and Concurrence, which prov d 
very prejudicial, for having en- 
oaped his Party againſt the whole 
” Strength 
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Strength of the Town, without 
more Forces to ſecond him, he 
{ was repulſed with the loſs of 
[4 three hundred Men; for which 
he had ſurely been call d to an 
Account, but eſcaped the berter 
by reaſon of this Triumviral Go- 
vernment. 

Soon after Prince Rupert came 
to relieve the Town. We rais d 
| the Siege. Heſſey Moore was ap- 

pointed the Randezvous. The 
whole Army drew thither. A- 
bout a Mile from thence lay the 
Prince, the River Ouſe being be- 
rwixt us, . which he thar night 
paſt over at Popleton. The next 
day he drew his Army into the 
ſame Moore, which being now 
joined with my Lord of New- 
caſtles Army, made about 23

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In this Charge as many were 


hurt and kill d as in the whole: 
Army beſides. 

On the Enemy 's part there 

were above 4000 flain, and ma- 

ny taken Priſoners. 

Prince Rupert returned into 
the South, the Earl of Newcaſtle ' 
went beyond Sea, with many of 
bis Officers. Yk was preſently 
ſurrendered, and the North now 
was wholly reduced by the Par- 
liament's Forces, except ſome Gar- 
Pilons. 

Soon after thisI went toHelme- 
fley, to take in the Caſtle there, 
where I received a dangerous 
Shot in my Shoulder, and was 
brought back to fork, all being 
doubtful of my Recovery for 
{ome time. 
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At the ſame time the Parliy- 
ment voted me to Command the 
Army in the South. 

But my Intentions being only 
to keep in mind what I had becn 
preſent in during this Northern 
War, I ſhall put an end to this 
Diſcourſe, where it pleas'd God 
0 Jerome my Service there. 

Yet thus with ſome {mart 

from his Rod, to let me ſee 1 
was not mindful enough of re- 

turning my humble Thanks and 

Acknowledgments for the Deli- 

verances and Mercies I received :

My firſt engaging in the ſad 


Calamities of the War, was a- 
bout the Year 1641, when the 
general Diſtemper of the three 
Kingdoms, I mean the Difference 
berwixt the Kino and Parliament 
had kindled ſuch a Flame even 
in the Heart of the State, thar 
before a Remedy could be found, 
the whole Body was almoſt con- 
ſamed to Aſhes. 
[ mult needs ſay, my Judg- 
- ment was for the Parliament, as 
the King and Kingdoms great 
| and ſafeſt Council: As others 
were averſe to Parliaments, be- 
"oh cauſe they did not go high e. 
Huh nough for Prerogartive. 
Upon this Diviſion, different 
Powers were ſet up : The Com- 
migion of Array tor the King, and 
the 
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the Militia for the Parliament. 
Burt thoſe of the Array exceeded 
their Commiſſion in oppreſiing 
many honett People, whom, by 
way of -Reproach, they called 
Roundheads, who for their Reli- 
cion, Eſtates, and Intereſt, were 
a very conſiderable part of the 
Country ; which occaſion d them 
to take up Arms in their own 
defence, and it was afterward 


confirm'd by Authority of Par- 


lament. 

My Father, being yet at his 
Houſe at Denton, where I then 
waited on him, had notice from 
his Friends, that it was intended 
he ſhould be ſent for as a Priſo- 
ner to Jork:; He reſoived not to 
ſtir from his own Houle, not be- 


mg 
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ing conſcious to himſelf -f any 


_ thing to deſerve Impriſonment. 


The Country uttering daily 
more and more, many came and 
intreated him to join with them 
in defence of themſelves and 
Country, which was extremely 
oppreſſed by thoſe of the, Array 
(who after had the Name of Ca- 
valiers) and he being alſo much 
importun'd by thole about him, 
ſeeing his Neighbours in this 
Diſtreſs,  reſoly'd to run the ſame 
Hazard with them. 

T hen did the Parliament grant 
2 Commiſhon to him to be Ge- 
neral of the Forces in the North ; 
my ſelf alſo having a Commiſſi- 
on under him to be General of 


che Horſe.

Some years had been ſpent in

Though it muſt be confett that 
H the 
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the Parliaments Army was under 
the Command of a very noble 
and gallant Perſon , the- Earl of 
Eſſex, yet they found that time 
and delay gain d more advantage 
| againſt them, and their Afﬀairs, 
chan Force had done. They 
therefore relolvd to make a 
| change in the Conſtitution of 
their Armies, hoping by it to 
| hind a change allo in their buſt- 
nels, which was then ſomething 
n a declining condition. In this 
diſtemper of things, the Army 
was new-modelld, and a new 
eneral proposd to Command 
it: And by Votes of the two * 
Houſes of Parliament I was no- | 
minarted, though molt unfit, and 
lo far from defiring it, that had | 
Aaor ſo greatan Authority (which 
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was then unſeperated from the 
Royal Intereſt ) Commanded 
my Obedience , and had I nor 
been urged by the Periwafion 
of my neareſt Friends, I] ſhould 
have refus'd fo great a Charge: 
But whether it was from a na- 
tural facilicy in me, that betrai'd 
my Modeſty , or the powertul 
hand of God , which all things 
muſt obey, [ wilhhduced tO re- 
ceive the Command. 

Then was I immedrately yo- 


red by the Parliament to come © 


ro London, and take my Charge, 
though not fully recovered Ws 2

This Mercy was ſoon ciouded 
with abominable Hypocrily and 
Deceit, even in thoſe Men who.

Here was the vertical Point on 
which the Army s Honour and 
Repuration turn d ito Reproach 
and Scandal. Here the Powe: 
of the Army I once had, was 
uſurped by the Agitators, the fore- 
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runners of Confuſton and Anar- 
chy. 

My Commiſſion as General 
obligd me to act with Councel; 
bur the arbitrary and unlimited 
Power of this Councel would 
a&t without a General: And all 
T could do was ineffectual ro op- 
poſe them, eſpecially when the 
Parliament ic felt became divi- 
ded.

» held from the Army, which in- 
| creaſed their Diſtempers; then 
tollowed Free Quarter, and that 
f wrought a general Diſcontent

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I was much troubled: to ſee 8 
things in this Condition, and ra- Mi 
ther defired to be a Sufferer than 
a Commander : Burt betore I laid 
down my Commiſſion, I thought - 
fir to conſult ſome Friends, ra- 
ther than gratify my private iP 
Reaſon and Delires, eſpecially L 
having receivd it from a Pub- i 
lick Authority , which might \ 
juitly expect to have notice be- 
fore 1 laid it down. 
This was the Caule of my 
' continuing in the Army longer 
than I would have done, which 
did indeed preſerve the Parha- 
ment for {ome time from tholc 
Violences that it afterwards {ut- 
fer d from thele Diſturbers.

Work, this Agitating Council 
did frit intend to remove all oyr 
of the Parliament who were like 
ro oppoſe them , and carried it 
on with ſuch Secrecy ; as I had 
not the leaſt Intimation of it till 
it was done, as ſome of the 
Members of the Houle can wit- 
neſs, with whom I was at thar

when that Attempt was made by 
Colonel Pride upon the Parlia- 
ment, which ptoteſt I never had 
any knowledg of till it was done. 
The Reaſon why it was fo ſe- 
cretly carried, that I ſhould have 
no notice of it, was, becauſe ] 
always prevented thoſe De- 
_f1gns when I knew them, 

By this purging of the Houſe, | 
(as they call d it) the Parliament 
was brought into ſuch a con- 
ſumprive and languiſhing Con- 
dition, that it could never again 
recover that healthful Conſtitu- 
tion, which always kept the 
Kingdom in its Strength, Lite,

Yer even this I hope all im- 
partial Judges will interpret as 
Force

Ction. And it in a multitude 
of Words, much more in a 
multitude of Actions, there muſt 
be ſome Tranſgrefſions; yet I 
can truly ſay, they were never 

_ defignedly , or willfully com- 
mitted by me. 

All the Power being got into 
the Army, they cut up the root 
of Kingly Government ; at- 
ter this were Engagements made 
to aboliſhthat Title. Then was 
War declared againſt Scotland for 
aſbſting the King, and ſeveral 

Leagues made with Foreign 

Princes, to Confederate with' 

their new Government , which 
was 
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wasnow a Commonwealth, againlt 
che Kingly Power. 

All this I ſaw with griet old 
forrow,andthough Thad as much 
the Love of the Army as ever, 
and was with great imporruniry 
ſolicited by that remaining Par- 
liament and Soldiers, to conti- 
nue my Command; and though 
| might, ſo long as I acted their 
Deſigns, have attained to what 
height of Power, and other Ad- 
vantages I pleas'd; yet by the 
mercies and ooodnels of God, [ 
did, fo long as I continued in 
the Army,oppoſe all thoſe Ways 
in their Councils, and when F 
could do no more, I then de- 
clined their Adtions : Though 
F did not reſign my Commil- 
ion which I bad from the Par- 

liament,
